FOR 1920 GROWERS 


Handicapped by not being able to 


procure seed sugar beets from Ger- 
many, Russia 
or other 
European 
beet sugar countries because of the 
after effects of the war, the Rock 
County Sugar company has recently 
harvested 40 bags of seed, or about 
4000 pounds. This will be sufficient 
to plant 300 acres next year. 
; 


Raising of sugar beet seed In Wis- 


consin was done by the local com- 
pany merely as an experiment. How 
successful the attempt will be will 
not bo known until after this seed 
has been 
planted 
and harvested. 
From germination tests the seed ts 
excellent and promises to be as good 
as any imported from Europe. Pres- 
ent plans are to grow enougrh seed 
next season 
to furnish 
all of the 


1921 crop. 
Realizing the necessity of increas- 
ing the sugar .output, the Rock Coun.- 
ty company is arranging to facili- 
tate unloading beets from wagons to 
cars and at the factory. A number
